Ch ic a g o, June 18.—Gov. Altgeld last 
night ordered out the Seventh regi­ 
ment (the Hibernian rifles) to assist 
the United States marshal. 
Between 
400 and 500 men started a t 4 a. rn.

is 240 miles to Mount Olive and the 
special, having the right of way, made 
it in six hours. 
S p r in g f ie ld , IIL, June I S .—There is 
no rioting at Mount Olive, so far as 
Gen. Orendorff is informed, and the 
call for troops is due entirely to the

Olive began last Wednesday, when the 
striking miners, irritated by ^ the fact

break open 
the seals of 
cars and examine the contents and if 
any coal was found inside it was 
dumped out. 
As the property was in 
the custody of the court Judge Allen 
ordered United States Marshal Brin ton 
to the scene with deputies and in­ 
structed him to arrest any who were 
found 
interfering with the oper­ 
ation of the property or in any 
way trespassing upon it. 
Marshal 
Brin ton upon his arrival made the 
miners a speech and a meeting was 
held by the latter, at which it was de­ 
cided not to interfere. 
No sooner had 
the marshal returned, however, than 
the tactics of the miners were re­ 
sumed and he went again to Mount 
Olive Saturday, armed with warrants 
for 
a number 
who were known 
to 
be 
guilty 
of contempt 
of 
court in interfering with the running 
of trains. 
He found about 600 con­ 
gregated. 
Every attem pt to make 
arrests was effectually blocked by the 
miners crowding between the few 
deputies and the men they were after. 
The marshal had only twelve depu­ 
ties, and it was hopeless for him to 
try to carry out the instructions of 
the court. It was this condition of 
things that induced the request for 
m ilitary assistance. 


ILLINOIS MINERS TO RESUME. 


Decision of Conference at Springfield 
to Be Ratified by the Operators. 
S p r in g f ie ld . IIL, June 
18.— The 
coal strike in Illinois is at an end. 
The conference of the miners, which 
has been in progress here since IO 
o'clock Saturday* morning, came to a 
close yesterday afternoon. 
A scale 
was agreed upon, and it is believed it 
will be generally accepted by the 
operators. 
Next Wednesday is the 
date fixed for the resumption of work. 
Following is the scale: 
Peoria and Canton subdistrict, 50 
cents per ton gross weight summer, 55 
cents winter,67% screening in summer, 
75 cents in winter, 2, OOO pouuds to con­ 
stitute a ton, with a relative price for 
all places according to prices and con­ 
ditions of 1S93; for loading after ma- 
chilies, 30 cents per ton in summer 
and 35 cents per ton in winter; Norris, 
5 cents above the district price; Spring­ 
field, 82 % cents in summer and OO cents 
in winter, screened coal; Braidwood, 
87% cents in summer and 05 cents in 
winter; Streator, 72% cents summer, 
80 cents winter, for screened coal. 
Bloomington, third vein, 62% cents 
gross weight; second vein, 52% cents 
gross weight; Colfax, 47% cents, mine 
run. 
Springfield district, 45 cents mine 
run; Colchester, 4% cents per bushel 
screened in summer, 5 cents winter. 
Danville district (Danville, Glen 
burn 
and 
Fairmount), 
CO 
cents 
screened, 48 cents mine run; Grape 
Creek, CO cents screened, 30 per cent 
differential on mine run; Pana, 40 
cents mine run, miners to furnish 
their own supplies; all mines on the 
Big Four and south of there, except 
Pana, IO cents mine run except veins 
of five feet and under, these veins to 
receive 5 cents above district price.

When the report was received 
by a crowd of miners who had con­ 
gregated around the telegraph office 
they bitterly censured the action of 
the meeting, and vowed they would 
return to work if they had to carry 
shot guns to defend themselves with.

At Harmony, Knights­ 
ville, Centerpoint and this city at 
meetings held 
Friday the strikers 
voted to return to work, while at Car­ 
dona, Carbon, Colville and Caseyville 
the majority voted to continue the 
strike.

pending since Feb. IO. 
There is no 
indication that the 2,000 Massillon 
miners arc in a mood to abate their 
claims in any respect. 
Cameron Mil­ 
ler of the United Mine Workers’ execu­ 
tive board arrived home last night too 
late to influence the Massillon district 
convention. He says the strike is vir­ 
tually over, and that the men are 
rapidly falling into line. He has been 
devoting himself to the Western Penn­ 
sylvania field, where he expects 15,000 
out of a total of 20,000 men to begin 
work to-day. 


To Strike in Sympathy In Kansas. 
K a n s a s Cit y, Ma, June 18.—Dis­ 
trict President McGregor is authority 
for the statem ent that 10,000 miners 
in Kansas will go on a sympathetic 
strike next Thursday.

read a telegram from Pittsburg, Kan., 
late last night, where the miners have 
been holding a conference, advising 
him th at this was their decision.

B lo o m ing to n, IIL, June 18.—A large 
gathering of railway men assembled 
here yesterday afternoon, but Eugene 
Debs, national president of the Ameri­ 
can Railway union, and G. W. Howard, 
vice-president, who were announced 
to speak, were unable to be present. 
Addresses were made by V. IL Ray, 
quarterm aster of the American Rail­ 
way union, and W. E. Burns and L. 
W. Rogers from the Chicago conven­ 
tion. 


D ynam it* for th e N ational C ap ital- Expos­ 
ure o f a P lot To, Destroy. 


W a sh in g t o n, June 18.—The Post 
publishes an exposure of a plot which 
had for its object the destruction of 
the capitol and perhaps other build­ 
ings- 
According to the story the plot 
was formed at the time Coxey’s army 
was on the march. 
The Post says: 
‘T he prime mover in the anarchistic 
plot, that is, the Washington end of it, 
was llonore Jaxon. 
He came from 
Chicago, and is still in the city. 
He is 
a professional Indian. 
In Chicago he 
has been a disturber for years. 
At 
the time of the Haymarket riot he 
narrowly 
escaped 
being 
arrested 
as 
a 
principal 
conspirator, 
and was shadowed by the detectives 
for a long t-me after that most mem­ 
orable affair. 
Jaxon is a half-breed 
of unknown tribal origin. 
He was 
one of Louis Riel's lieutenants in the 
Canadian rebellion some years ago. 
The man has done some little news­ 
paper work, and has frequently passed 
himself off as a reporter on the Chi­ 
cago Times. 
‘After Jaxon's arrival here letters 
were received by civil service officers 
informing them that the anarchists 
were forming with Jaxon as the lead­ 
ing spirit The informant in the case 
has kept in touch with the conspira­ 
tors and gave the names of those 
engaged in the plot, together with 
other facts to the police. 
Jaxon's 
headquarters 
in 
this 
city 
was 
at 
the residence of a Frenchman 
named Savant, known to be a very 
eccentric man. The conspirators were 
constantly experimenting with ex­ 
plosives, and 
the officers 
felt 
as 
though they were losing their grasp 
of the situation. 
There was danger 
that the climax might come at any 
time and great alarm was felt by capi­ 
tol officers, including the speaker of 
the house, Secretary Carlisle and other 
treasury people. 
The police discov­ 
ered the formula for making 
the 
explosives 
which the conspirators 
proposed to use. 
Several chemicals 
were used, and the result is a high 
explosive of a 
new 
and 
danger­ 
ous kind. The formula was taken to 
a well-known chemist, who made up 
his sample 
in his laboratory and 
placed it on a windowsill in the sun. 
In a few moments there was an ex­ 
plosion 
which nearly wrecked the 
room, but which was accompanied by 
most nauseating and poisonous smoke. 
“It is said to be the idea of the con­ 
spirators to so place their mixture in 
the capitol building that in the course 
of an hour the sun would strike it and 
cause an explosion which would be 
terribly disastrous. 
The original in­ 
tention was to make the arrival of 
Frye's army in Washington the occa­ 
sion for the demonstration.’’

Engineer Rollout Tells How the 133 
Men Lost Their Lives at Troppau. 
T r o p fAU, June 18.—The total num­ 
ber of deaths resulting from the ex­ 
plosion that occurred in a mine near 
here a few days ago is 232. 
Engineer 
Kohout, the sole survivor of the party 
that went to attem pt the rescue of the 
miners, said in an interview that he 
heard a fearful explosion Thursday 
night 
He formed a party and de­ 
scended the shaft into the mine. 
He 
entered the fourth level, where they 
found the bodies of twenty-four miners 
and several dead horses lying at the 
entrance. 
Herr Kohout returned to 
the main shaft and signaled for assist­ 
ance. 
Suddenly 
another 
terrible 
explosion 
occurred, 
hurling 
the 
wagons 
together 
and 
throwing 
Herr Kohout to the ground. 
A second 
party descended into the mine and 
bravely entered the galleries. 
They 
found ail the first rescue party dead 
except Kohout. 
The rescuers con­ 
tinued their explorations, and, al­ 
though they were badly burned, re­ 
covered some bodies, m^st of which 
were unrecognizable. 


T H R E A T E N T H E AMERICANS 


San Salvadorians Yexed Because Ezeta 
Was Not Surrendered to Gnitterez. 
S a n S a l v a d o r , June 18.—The re­ 
fusal of the commander of the Ben 
nington to surrender Antonio Ezeta 
and other refugees to Guitterrez has 
aroused intense feeling against the 
United States, which is taking the 
form of threats against •Americans 
here. 
Clouds already overspread the 
new government. 
In a street fight at San-Vincente 
fourteen persons were killed. 
Gen. Concha, arrested at La Li**er 
tad for attacking Cob Mora, the com 
mandant at that place, will be tried 
by court martial and undoubtedly be 
sentenced to death. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
June 
18.—Senator 
Harris said when the senate adjourned 
on Saturday that the tariff bill would 
pass the senate by next Saturday, and 
when Senator Aldrich, the leader of 
the opposition to the bill, was asked 
what he thought of Mr. Harris’ pre­ 
diction he expressed the opinion if it 
should not be entirely realized it 
would come near i t 
“I think,*’ he 
said, “that by next Saturday night 
we shall be on the fag end of thebilL” 
Both declined to state whether there 
had been any negotiations for an 
agreement as to the time for the final 
vote between the leaders 
on 
the 
respective sides of the chamber. 
It 
is known, however, the situation has 
been canvassed more or less in *the 
numerous ccnferences which 
have 
taken place between Senators Cock­ 
rell, Harris, and Jones on the demo­ 
cratic side, and Senators Aldrich and 
Allison on the republican. 
It is also 
known th at they have not agreed on 
a time, because of the difficulty on 
the part of the republicans of deter­ 
mining what time might be required 
for speeches by senators on th at side. 
They have, however, canvassed the 
question sufficiently to feel assured 
there will be comparatively few more 
long speeches. 
There are, however, some republican 
senators who do not exactly agree 
with the joint prediction of Senators 
Harris and Aldrich, and who say that 
while they do not consider the time 
for the final passage of the bill is far 
distant they think considerable time 
will be required for consideration of 
the income tax and for the votes on 
various features of the bill, as well as 
probably some speeches when the bill 
shall be reported from the committee 
of the whole. 
When it is considered 
it is probable the income tax can be 
disposed of in less than two or three 
days at the outside. There is also a 
probability 
that 
Senator 
Lodge’s 
amendment for retaliation upon Eng­ 
land will be revived by the silver re­ 
publicans, which would have effect of 
at least briefly reopening the silver 
question in connection with the tariff. 
The only tariff schedules which have 
not been disposed of are: Silks, which 
are now under consideration, papers, 
and sundries. These, with the free 
list, the income tax and the adminis­ 
trative features of the bill complete 
the measure. 
The wool question will 
be revived when the free wool item 
shall be reached in the free list, and 
while the contest will not be so pro­ 
longed as it was when the subject was 
taken up on the wool schedule it 
promises to be quite animated for a 
short time. 
It still seems strongly probable the 
administrative part of the bill will be 
withdrawn and the present adminis 
trative law allowed to stand. 
Sena­ 
tor Jones said that he favored this 
course for the purpose of expediting 
the passage of the bill, and his judg­ 
ment will most likely be allowed by 
his democratic colleagues to control 
their course

Tried To Buy W hisky in a Drug­ 
store, and W hen He W as Refused, 
Took Down One of 
the Bottles 
and Drank 
Deeply-H is 
Family 
Live Here. 
W. A. Brown, form erly of this city, 
but now forem an in the woolen mills 
in Des Plaines, near Chicago, died of 
poison which he took by m istake Sat­ 
urday night. 
Brown, who was a good 
workman and usually steady, w ent to 
F. H. Escher’s drug store Saturday 
evening and tried to buy liquor. 
The 
only person in the store was a 3mall 
girl. 
She had the courage, however, 
to refuse Brown’s demand. 
Then he 
brushed the little girl to one side and 
w ent to the shelves. 
The labels on 
the glass jars m eant nothing to him, 
but he thought he knew whisky well 
enongh to find it. 
He took down a 
jar which he thought contained the 
desired liquor, drank deeply of its con­ 
tents and w ent away. 
Several hours later 
Brown 
was 
found lying in front of Curtis A Myer’s 
grocery store. 
He was unconscious 
and w rithing.

H ow th e P u b lic Schools in E n g la n d A re 
M ade In to Savings B anks. 
••I 
am 
not an Anglomaniac/’ 
said L. W. Hitchcock, of New York, 
to the Globe-Democrat man, “but I 
am interested in an attempt that is 
being made in the East to introduce 
into the public schools object lessons 
in thrift, such as are taught in the 
English board schools. Up to within 
a few years ago the anomaly existed 
in England of persons in all classes 
of life being compelled, under threat 
of imprisonment, to send the children 
to school, although fees varying 
from four cents to sixteen cents per 
week had to be paid, no matter how 
poor the parents might be. 
When 
free schools were 
established in 
England a plan was devised where­ 
by those parents who could afford to 
pay fees could teach their children 
habits of thrift, and at the same 
time accumulate sums of money for 
them in a very easy manner. 
“Arrangements were made with 
the Postal Savings bank whereby 
children could take their fees to 
school as usual, • purchase penny 
postage stamps with the money, at­ 
tach these stamps to special slips 
provided for the purpose and then 
deposit the slips in the banks as 
soon as a shilling or twenty-four 
cents had been accumulated. 
The 
idea took so well that the govern­ 
ment allowed penny banks in con­ 
nection with the postoffice to be es­ 
tablished in the schools, and there 
are now over 4, OO J of these. 
Nearly 
one-halt the children bring their fees 
and make use of these banks, nearly 
1,000,000 forms for sticking 
the 
stamps on being supplied every year. 
The number of depositors in these 
school penny banks is now enormous, 
and the annual savings are nearly 
$10,000. 
The adoption of this plan 
in this country, where so many chil­ 
dren who attend the free schools 
could take with them every Monday 
a dime or a quarter, would result in 
object lessons in thrift which would 
prove a national blessing.

T h e O ldest T im b er in th e W orld. 
Probably the oldest timber in the 
world which has been subjected to 
the use of man is found in the an­ 
cient temples of Egypt, in connec­ 
tion with the stonework which is 
known to bo at least four thousand 
years old. 
This, the only wood used 
in the construction of the temples, 
is in the form of ties, holding the 
end of one stone to another. 
When 
two blocks were laid in place, an ex­ 
cavation about an inch deep was 
made in each block, into which a tie 
shaped like 
an 
hour-glass 
was 
driven. 
It is therefore very difficult 
to force any stone from its position. 


In Russia a lady was saved from pre­ 
mature burial by means of a micro­ 
phone placed over her heart, which 
enabled a medical man to detect a 
faint beat, which had escaped the 
ordinary tests. 
An inventor has brought out a rock­ 
ing chair actuated by electricity. The 
sitter can at the same time receive 
gentle currents by grasping metal 
handles or by resting the bare feet 
on metal pedals. 
The electric light lends itself ad­ 
mirably to household 
decoration.
